mules, Towering above the tup of the ghaut . 
is ‘the famous Amba Alaches,"the atrong- 
hold of the rébel Wulda Yessoo, A more 
inaccessible -place it would-be impossible ta: - 
conceive ; no way of avoess to it is visible, 
and the scarped rocks all round the summit 
protect the, huts of the soldiers from shot 
and. shell, whila they afford every facility 
for hhurling. down stones and other missiles - 
upou an invader.. The- descent of. this 
glaust is even more tedious than the ascout; 
stoppages from ‘loads falling: off are cou- 
stant ; stunes of all sizes, set in motion by. 
some atumbling mule, comv shooting down | 
the side with tremendous velocity, and no 
small amount. of acrobatic skill and power 
is required to avoid the avalanche. On 
reaching the plain, in which Attala camp is 
situated, and looking back upon the Aiba 
Alaucho ghaut, it. is ulmost impossible to 
believe that men and miles desconded its 
apparently perpendicular sides in ‘safety ; 
aud beyond, :¢ a distence of a hundred 
yards, the -towermy Debra Moosa, - over 
which next day’s maiol leads, seems like o 
wall ‘of solid stoue; three thoussud feet 
high.

ing march from Meshak to Attala, the 
fatigue of yesterday proved too. mpch 
for many of ftho mules which sank in 
nunthers on fttic road, 1. suw at least 
half-a-dozen. dead ov dying, and ten-times 
that nunber\must have been. unfitted 
for further gfféctive . service. Of . the 
sevon huridrod} mules whiohé left Attala, a6 
six o'clock yesferday morning, the majority 
arrived after six o’cluck at night; many af- 
tor eight, and fome ave dropping in as I 
write. But for the exhausted-condition of 
the mules, no.halt would have been made 
here to-lay—nor. perhaps between this and 
Magdala. But now that road-making is 
all but susponded, it will be found that de- 
Jays on account of the baggage animals will 
be absolute, as no train in the world could 
hold out, for a week against.the killing work 
aud irregular ‘feeding. of tho past three. 
days. The force is probably not far from 
that-staze, however, where all carriage will 
be disallowed, except’so much as is required 
to carry provisiéns for the troops’ on’ the 
march.
